With a popula- 
tion large enough to eutitle it to sover- 
eignty, and with a State Constitution 
adopted before Congress, it nevertheless 
remains a Territory. It will not be ad- 
mitted into the Union with a Constitu- 
tion legalizing pelyghmy, And the Mor- 
mons refuse 4s admitted on any other 
terms. Now, whut is to be done! The 
Organic Act of the Territery might be 
repealed, as recommended by Stephen A. 
Douglas, in 1857, or the Territory might 
be destroyed by annexing it to Kansas, 
Nebraska and Nevada, as suggested by 
Mr. Ashley; but either of these methods 
would be a round-about and inconsistent 
manner of disposing of a question which 
Congress possesses the plain right to set- 
tle by direct legislation. Undue impor- 
tance is attached to the action of Con- 
gress in the Mormon difficulty, on the 
ussumption that Mormonism is a relig- 
ion, and cannot therefore be interfered 
with. But Mormonism is not a religion, 
as it is within the scope and province of 
Congress to aseertain. It is a gross im- 
positien, and no more entitled to the 
name of religion than any other crime,— 
With a week’s investigation, a commit- 
tee could establish the fraudulent origin 
of Mormonism, and thereby secure to 
Congress the right to decfare by enact- 
ment that in the nuineof Marmonism the 
crime of Polygamy should no longer be 
committed. While living in Illinois and 
Missouri, it was customary with the 
Mormons to steal cattle, and attempt to 
justify the theft with the declaration that 
they were obeying divine instructions.— 
Could sech a peculiarity in any religion 
be respected? If the Mormons have a 
right under the Federal Constitution to 
commit bigamy and incest, they have al- 
so the right to steal and murder, and 
if Congrees can prevent them from com- 
mitting one crime, it can another. Mor- 
monism is a disgrace to the intelligence 
and decency of the American people, and 
should be shorn as far us possible from 
that which renders it a peculiarly loath- 
some presence in the land. If the bul- 
leteheaded barbarians of Utah choose to 
believe that the Book of Mormon was 
translated from golden tablets found by a 
bur-room vagabond, when it is a matter 
of record that it was written asa literary 
pastime by an invalid clergyman, in heay- 
en’s name let them fat upon the delusion; 
but Congress certainly porsesses the 
right to inquire far enough into the ori- 
igin of the belief to ascertain whether 
those adhering to it are entitled to pro- 
tection under the Constitution in the 
commission of felony. It would gratify 
us to learn that Congress has appointed a 
committee to enquire into the origin and 
practices of Mormonism— not more for 
the purpose of making it, as a business, 
subservient to the laws, than of furnirh- 
ing to the world an authoritative expos- 
ure and condemnation of the disgusting 
delusion. The New York Times thinks 
we must leave the correction of the 
Mormon evil to time, to “swamp the 
Mormon element completely by the in- 
flux of gentiles, miners, and the opera- 
tions of natural agencies.” 


All true enough, we admit. Time 
will certainly correct-the evil; but is it 
proper for the Government to leave to the 
slow adjustment of years a public wrong 
which it has the power toremedy at once! 
Inthe settlement of this Mormon diffi- 
culty is involved a question which may 


settled al once. promptly and forever. 


Report of the Secretary of War.
